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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

This  is  the  last  full  year  in  which  this  Council  will  be  the  Authority 
for  administering  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  duties,  and  also  for 
administering  the  Rhiwfelin  Isolation  Hospital;  and  it  so  happens 
that  it  is  the  last  full  year  for  me  to  serve  the  above  Council  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  all  other  duties 
administered  by  the  Council. 

Oenerally  speaking,  the  year  has  been  one  of  continued  difficulty 
from  the  social  and  national  point  of  view.  There  has  been  no  easing 
up  in  the  general  conditions  of  the  people  in  the  matter  of  food, 
housing  and  clothing,  and  added  to  this  there  has  been  a general  rise 
in  the  cost  of  living. 

In  the  field  of  Infectious  Disease  there  was  a considerable  rise  in 
the  total  number  of  cases  notified,  but  this  was  accounted  for  chiefly 
by  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  Measles.  Our 
area  was  comparatively  free  of  this  disease  in  the  previous  year  whereas 
surrounding  areas  were  attacked  badly,  and  I predicted  at  the  time 
that  probably  we  should  feel  the  effect  in  the  following  year. 

The  various  Public  Health  activities  of  the  locality  were  carried 
on  much  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year,  such  as  the  Publicity 
Campaign  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  Clothing  Exchanges  organised 
by  the  W.V.S.  Blood  Transfusion  Services  and  so  on. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  staff  and  everyone 
else  who  have  so  gladly  and  ungrudgingly  given  their  help.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Housing 

Although  the  number  of  houses  erected  and  occupied  in  this  area 
during  the  year  seems  to  me  very  creditable  and  the  number  still 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  deserving  of  praise,  yet  it 
seems  that  the  demand  for  houses  is  as  acute  as  ever  it  was,  and  much 
more  so  than  it  was  before  the  war  when,  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General  the  population  was  greater  than  it  is  now.  The  question  of 
housing  to  me  is  an  extremely  important  one  and  I have  often  spoken 
to  Members  of  this  Authority  on  the  matter,  both  privately  and  in 
Council  meetings.  It  has  been  a debatable  point  whether  it  is  more 
important  to  build  factories  before  homes,  and  the  great  question  has 
been  “Work  or  Homes”.  Speaking  for  my  own  part,  I have  often  felt 
that  “Homes”  is  the  more  important  of  the  two  inasmuch  as  it  not 
only  affects  the  family  life  of  individuals  but  it  has  its  repercussions 
socially  and  ethically,  and  furthermore,  its  results  may  be  seen  even- 
tually in  the  output  of  work  done.  It  stands  to  reason  that  people  who* 
are  living  under  the  conditions  that  some  of  them  are  to-day  must 
react  mentally  and  morally  to  their  surroundings  and  young  married 
couples  who  have  to  live  with  relatives  or  in  rooms  in  houses  which  are 
already  overcrowded,  must,  sooner  or  later,  be  affected  profoundly  by 
these  conditions.  Their  whole  mental  attitude  becomes  distorted  with 
the  result  that  inevitable  quarrels  take  place  and  dissatisfaction  of  mind 
and  rankling  become  common.  The  effect  of  all  this  is  bound  to  be 
seen  in  a man’s  work  as  no  one  can  do  his  work  properly  if  he  is  in  an 
unsettled  state  of  mind.  The  solution  of  the  housing  problem  therefore, 
would  go  a long  way  to  solve  other  problems  as  well.

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HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Examinations. 

All  Laboratory  Examinations  necessary  for  the  Public  Health 
Services  are  carried  out  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff. 
These  are  : — 

(a)  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examinations  in  relation  to 
the  Fever  Hospital  and  to  the  control  of  Infectious  and 
Contagious  diseases  in  general. 

(b)  Bacteriological  and/or  Chemical  examinations  of : — 

1.  Milk. 

2.  Drinking  Water. 

3.  Sewage. 

(c)  Any  other  examinations  which  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
such  as  examinations  of  foodstuffs  other  than  milk. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  following  ambulances  are  available  for  the  purposes  stated  : — 

Council’s  Own  Ambulance.— Conveyance  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  to  and  from  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  to  outside  hospitals 
when  necessary. 

Private  Ambulance  and  Car. — Used  for  the  transport  of 
infectious  diseases  when  our  own  ambulance  cannot  be  used,  and  also 
for  the  conveyance  of  maternity  cases  to  and  from  Hospital. 

St.  John’s  and  Other  Ambulance  Services — These  ambulances 
are  employed  for  the  transport  of  cases  of  illness,  road  and  works 
casualties  to  Hospital  or  to  the  patients’  home.  Payment  must  be 
made  for  these  services.  Collieries,  works  and  private  individuals  may 
subscribe  regularly  to  the  Priory  and  an  ambulance  can  then  be  used 
without  further  charge.  This  ambulance  is  sometimes  used  by  the 
Council  to  convey  maternity  cases  to  hospital.  Certain  collieries  also 
haye  their  own  ambulance  for  dealing  with  cases  of  subscribers. 

GENERAL  NURSING. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  six  nurses  in  the  district  for  home  nursing — one  each  in 
Gilfach  Goch,  Tonyrefail,  Beddau,  Llantwit  Fardre,  and  two  in  the 
Llantrisant  and  Pontyclun  combined  areas. 
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District  Nursing  Associations. 


The  Council  have  an  agreement  with  four  of  these  District 
Nursing  Associations  for  the  use  of  their  nurse  for  treatment  of  minor 
ailments  in  children  who  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  A 
payment  of  2s.  6d.  is  made  to  the  Association  for  each  visit  made  by 
their  Nurse. 


Home  and  Domestic  Help. 

In  December,  1947,  a temporary  Home  Help  was  appointed  in 
addition  to  the  one  permanent  Home  Help  already  employed  by  the 
Council.  She  commenced  duties  on  the  12th  December,  1947. 

During  the  year  eleven  separate  cases  were  attended  and  in  one 
instance  a family  received  her  services  on  five  occasions.  Two  other 
cases  received  help  on  two  separate  occasions.  Of  the  eleven  cases 
attended,  six  were  confinement  cases  and  five  were  cases  of  illness. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

There  are  five  clinic  centres  in  the  area.  They  are  situated  as 
follows:  one  each  in  Gilfach  Goch,  Tonyrefail,  Beddau,  Church 
Village  and  Talbot  Green.  Both  ante-natal  and  infant  welfare  sessions 
were  heavily  attended  as  in  previous  years.

Grants  of  Milk  and  Foodstuffs. 


The  grants  of  milk  and  other  foods  to  infants,  ante-natal  mothers 
and  nursing  mothers,  are  on  the  same  basis  as  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Local  Food  Office  makes  use  of  our  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
for  the  distribution  of  their  commodities,  orange  juice,  cod  liver  oil, 
National  Dried  Milk  and  several  kinds  of  vitamin  tablets.  I am 
informed  by  the  Food  Officer  that  there  is  slight  improvement  in  the 
response  of  the  public  in  taking  up  the  Ministry  of  Food  vitamin 
productx  although  greater  advantage  could  be  taken  of  the  Scheme. 

Other  Services. 

Women  attending  ante-natal  clinics  and  nursing  mothers  can  also 
have  dental  treatment  and  the  Council  has  agreed  to  their  treatment 
for  this  purpose  on  the  “sliding  scale”  of  income,  of  which  more  is 
mentioned  in  the  next  paragraph.  Although  the  opportunities  are  now 
so  greatly  increased  for  this  important  treatment,  it  is  disappointing 
that  so  many  mothers  still  fail  to  keep  repeated  appointments  made 
for  them. 

Hospital  Treatment  for  Maternity  Cases. 

The  Council  initially  takes  the  financial  responsibility  and  repay- 
ment is  made  to  the  Council  by  mothers  according  to  their  ability  to 
pay,  i.e.,  on  a sliding  scale  of  income.  The  Council  continues  to  take 
the  same  responsibility  for  mothers  who  do  not  attend  the  Council’s 
ante-natal  clinics,  but  whose  admission  to  hospital  is  one  of  extreme 
urgency,  a condition  in  the  latter  case  being  that  the  permission  of 
the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  obtained.  The  scale  of 
income  governing  this  arrangement  is  given  on  the  next  page. 

Rh  Factor  in  Pregnancy. 

We  continue  to  take  specimens  of  blood  from  all  expectant  mothers 
for  examination  for  the  Rh  Factor,  and  also  for  testing  certain  types  of 
venereal  disease.  Sometimes  these  tests  have  to  be  repeated  to  the  end 
of  pregnancy.  Should  the  blood  of  an  expectant  mother  be  Rh- 
negative,  it  is  necessary  to  test  the  blood  of  the  husband  also. 

Treatment  Clinics. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  with  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
whereby  children  suffering  from  [certain  ailments  are  treated  at  the 
County  Council’s  Clinics.  At  present  the  following  treatment  clinics 
are  open  to  children  : dental,  ophthalmic,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  and 
Orthopaedic  and  Refraction  Clinics.

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MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES 

Consulting  Obstetrician  : 

Professor  Gilbert  I.  Strachan,  m.d.,  f.r.c.s. 

The  services  of  Professor  Strachan  are  available  to  any  prospective 
mother  attending  any  of  the  Council’s  ante-natal  clinics,  and  who 
presents  any  complication  requiring  specialised  treatment  during  labour 
at  her  home. 

This  service  may  be  arranged  only  through  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Provision  is  also  made  for  consultations  with  Dr.  Strachan 
for  women  attending  the  ante-natal  clinics  and  showing  signs  of  special 
difficulty,  and  for  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

County  Midwifery  Service. 

There  are  seven  County  Midwives  in  our  area;  one  in  Beddau, 
one  in  Llantwit  Fardre,  two  in  Gilfach  Goch  and  three  in  the  Tonyrefail 
and  Coedely  area.  The  two  so-called  “Iron  Ore”  or  District  Nurses 
employed  by  the  Iron-ore  workers  attend  in  the  Llantrisant  and 
Pontyclun  areas. 

Hospitals. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  general  and  special  hospital 
accommodation  available  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  except 
that  some  general  cases  have  be$n  treated  at  the  Whitchurch  Hospital 
under  the  E.M.S.  Scheme,  and  at  Glyncornel  which  was  opened  the 
previous  year,  as  a Maternity  Annex  to  Llwynypia  Hospital.  Also, 
the  R.A.F.  Hospital  at  Church  Village  was  opened  as  a General  * 

Hospital  in  June,  1947,  under  the  administration  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  and  is  known  as  the  East  Glamorgan  County  Hospital. 

Hospitals  are  an  essential  part  of  modern  life  and  hospitals  are 
needed  where  everyone  can  be  sure  of  immediate  access  without 
fear  or  refusal  or  delay  on  economic  grounds  or  lack  of  accommodation. 

General  Hospitals. 

Broadly  speaking  this  area  is  served  by  : — 

(1)  Llwynypia  Hospital. 

(2)  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary. 

(3)  Central  Homes.  Pontypridd. 

(4)  To  a slight  extent  by  the  Whitchurch  E.M.S.  Hospital, 
Pontypridd  and  District  Cottage  Hospital  and  Porth 
Cottage  Hospital. 
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It  is  still  rather  difficult,  except  in  the  most  acute  or  urgent  cases, 
for  a patient  to  be  admitted  as  an  In-patient  and  even  as  an  Out-patient 
to  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary,  and  there  is  a great  need  for  more 
accommodation  in  general  hospitals.  This  also  applies  to  Tuberculosis 
Hospitals  and  the  trouble  lies  partly  in  staffing  difficulties. 

% 

There  should  be  a greater  number  of  maternity  beds  available 
together  with  post-natal  beds.  So  far  as  1 can  see  the  trend  has  been 
for  a long  time  for  expectant  mothers  to  desire  their  confinement  in 
hospital.  There  has  been  a great  change  in  this  attitude  since  the 
years  preceding  the  war. 

Special  Hospitals  : Tuberculosis. 

These  hospitals  and  sanatoria  are  under  the  control  of  the  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association.  The  Association  also  complains  of  the 
lack  of  beds,  difficulty  of  staffing,  etc.,  troubles  which  appear  common 
throughout  the  country,  but  which  have  become  acute  since  the  war. 

Fever  Hospital. 

1 must  again  emphasise  the  tremendous  difficulty  in  the  working 
of  my  fever  hospital  without  “cubicle”  beds,  and  of  the  great  difficulty  1 
have  had  through  staffing  troubles. 

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  much  greater 
than  during  the  previous  year,  being  540  compared  with  177  for  1946. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Scarlet 
Fever  notified  this  year  and  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough. 

Sonne  Dystentery. 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  66  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified;  15  from  the 
Tonyrefail  district;  11  from  Gilfach  Goch;  38  from  the  Llantrisant 
and  Pontyclun  area  and  two  from  the  Llantwit  Fardre  area. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  17  cases  notified.  Of  these  seven  came  from  the 
Tonyrefail  area,  eight  from  Gilfach  Goch  and  two  from  Llantwit 
Fardre.  Three  cases  only  proved  to  be  true  diphtheria.  There  was 
an  increase  of  four  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  as  compared  with 
1946. 
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It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  parents  should  always 
consult  a doctor  whenever  a child  complains  of  a sore  throat,  or  indeed, 
whenever  a child  is  unwell,  such  as  “off  it’s  food”  and  does  not  want  to 
play.  Delay  in  Diphtheria  may  be  fatal. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year;  one  from  Tonyrefail 
and  one  from  the  Town  Ward. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  three  cases  notified;  one  from  the  Town  Ward  and 
two  from  Llantwit  Fardre.  Two  were  admitted  to  Tyntyla  Isolation 
Hospital,  Rhondda,  and  the  third  case  was  nursed  at  home. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  15  cases  of  pneumonia  notified;  eight  from  Tonyrefail, 
three  from  Gilfach  Goch  and  four  from  the  Town  Ward.  All  were 
nursed  at  home. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  only  eight  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified ; seven 
from  the  Town  Ward  and  one  from  Llantwit  Fardre. 

Measles. 

There  were  385  cases  of  measles  notified;  five  from  Gilfach  Goch, 
325  from  the  Town  Ward,  32  from  Tonyrefail  and  23  from  Llantwit 
Fardre. 

Typhoid  and  Para-typhoid. 

There  were  no  cases  notified., 

Poliomyelitis. 

Four  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified;  two  from  Church 
Village,  one  from  Pontyclun  and  one  from  Llantrisant.  All  were 
admitted  to  the  Cardiff  City  Isolation  Hospital,  where  the  case  from 
Llantrisant,  a boy  aged  eight,  died. 

Vincents’  Angina. 

No  cases  were  notified. 
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The  incidence  of  Measles  during  the  year  was  fairly  extensive  and 
there  was  a rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  hut 
not  in  the  severity  and  this  entailed  amongst  other  things,  many  visits 
to  the  local  schools  to  investigate  these  cases.

The  deaths  numbered  26  against  13  for  1946;  9 males  and  13 
females  died  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  two  males  and  two 
females  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  All  except  four  cases  had 
been  previously  notified.  Out  of  the  40  cases  notified  during  the  year, 
eight  were  admitted  to  hospitals  or  sanatoria  for  treatment. 

The  three  main  causes  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are  : — 

(a)  Close  and  continuous  contact  with  an  “open”  case. 

( b ) Deficient  housing,  which  closely  allied  to  (a)  and 

(c)  Diet,  which  is  closely  related  to  wage-earning  capacity,  also  to  the 
problem  of  clean  milk;  and  also  to  the  habits  of  the  people. 

Another  matter  of  importance  linked  with  (a)  above,  is  that  a 
“hopeless”  case  may  either  be  refused  admission  to  a sanatorium  or 
sent  home  to  die.  In  the  present  state  of  housing  and  lack  of  proper 
precautions  by  relatives  generally,  such  cases  must  be  a continuous 
source  of  danger. 
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Linked  with  this  is  “after  care”,  and  this  means  not  only  the  care  of 
a patient  discharged  from  hospital  or  sanatorium,  but  of  all  the  family 
contacts  as  well.  I feel  that  much  more  could  be  done  in  this  respect 

Furthermore,  the  question  of  diet  is  of  importance  in  a general 
way;  how  the  housewife  can  best  use  the  money  at  her  disposal;  the 
extending  use  of  tinned  foods  (when  available)  with  the  consequent  loss 
of  fresh  foods  and  good  solid  dinners.  All  this  is  complicated  tenfold 
by  post-war  conditions  and  restrictions. 

In  addition,  it  seems  impossible  to  get  a full  quota  of  patients  into 
hospital  through  lack  of  nurses  and  domestic  staff  in  sanatoria.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Surveyor  to 
the  Council  : — 

Taf  Fechan  Water  Supply. 

The  parish  of  I dan  twit  Fardre  is  supplied  from  this  source  and 
also  the  following  districts  within  the  parish  of  Llantrisant,  viz.  : 
Idantrisant  town,  Beddau,  Penycoedcae,  Cross  Inn  Road,  Mwyndy 
and  Croesfaen. 

An  ample  supply  is  available  from  this  source  and  in  addition  to 
the  districts  normally  supplied,  the  following  districts  are  also  supplied 
during  long  periods  of  dry  weather,  when  the  supply  from  the  Council’s 
own  water  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  consumption,  namely,  part  of 
Tonyrefail,  Talbot  Green,  Pontyclun,  Brynsadler,  Miskin,  Cross  Inn 
and  Rhiwsaeson. 

I’hc  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  source  by  the  Water 
Board  and  action  is  also  taken,  at  source,  to  counteract  the  action  of  the 
water  on  lead. 

d’he  Council  used  to  insist  that  all  service  pipes  were  to  be  either 
iron  or  lead  with  tin  lining,  in  order  to  counteract  the  plumbo- 
solveney  of  the  various  supplies,  and  for  the  last  20  years  or  so  the 
Council  has  insisted  on  all  service  pipes  being  of  copper.  The  majority 
of  the  old  service  pipes  being  tin-lined  lead  or  iron  have  now  been 
replaced  with  copper  piping,  and  there  is  no  risk  of  contamination  of 
supplies  from  the  various  sources  by  plumbo-solvent  action  of  the  water. 

Periodical  bacteri logical  analysis  of  the  water  is  made  and  the 
results  are  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board  Supply. 

The  districts  of  Trebanog,  Edmundstown,  Penrhiwfer,  part  of 
Gilfach  Goch  and  higher  parts  of  Tonyrefail  are  supplied  from  this 
source. 

During  long  spells  of  dry  weather  when  the  supply  from  the 
Council’s  own  sources  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  consumption,  extra 
supply  has  to  be  taken  from  this  source  to  provide  for  additional  districts 
in  Tonyrefail  and  Gilfach  Goch.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
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the  past  in  providing  a sufficient  supply  to  meet  the  extra  consumption 
when  additional  areas  are  supplied,  owing  to  the  inadequate  size  of  the 
Board’s  main  supplying  storage  reservoir  from  which  the  Council 
obtains  the  supply.  It  has  been  found  necessary,  therefore,  to  give  an 
intermittent  supply  to  certain  parts  of  the  district  supplied  from  this 
source  on  occasions  when  the  Consumption  has  been  approximately 
50,000  per  day  above  the  normal. 

The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  source,  also  treated  to 
counteract  its  plumbo-solvent  action.  No  lead  piping  is  allowed, 
however,  all  services  are  either  copper,  tin-lined  iron  or  very  few 
tin-lined  lead. 

Llanilid  Supply. 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  upland  gathering  ground. 
The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  periodical  bacteriological 
analyses  of  the  water  are  made  and  the  results  are  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  following  districts  are  normally  supplied  from  this  source  : — 
major  parts  of  Tonyrefail,  Talbot  Green,  Pontyclun,  Brynsadler, 
Miskin  and  Pantyquesta.  During  periods  of  long  dry  spells  the  supply 
from  this  source  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand  and  parts  of  the 
district  normally  supplied  are  fed  from  the  Taf  Fechan  supply,  thus  a 
constant  supply  is  maintained. 

All  services  pipes  are  of  copper  with  the  exception  of  a few  tin-lined 
iron  and  tin-lined  lead,  which  were  in  existence  prior  to  the  introduction 
of  copper  piping  in  the  district.  The  risk  of  contamination  of  the  water 
by  plumbo-solvent  action  of  the  water  is  therefore  eliminated. 

Maendy  Supply. 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  serves  a part  of  Gilfach 
Goch.  During  long  periods  of  dry  weather  the  supply  is  augmented 
by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board  and  a constant 
supply  is  maintained. 

The  risk  of  contamination  of  the  water  by  pumbo-solvent  action  is 
eliminated  by  the  installation  of  service  pipes  as  described  above. 
The  water  is  chlorinated  but  not  filtered. 

Tydu  Supply. 

Obtained  from  springs  and  augmented  during  periods  of  drought 
by  the  Llanhilid  or  Taf  Fechan  supplies.  The  number  of  houses 
supplied  is  ten.  The  water  is  not  chlorinated  and  periodical  bacterio- 
logical analyses  show  that  the  quality  of  the  water  is  good. 

The  water  is  fairly  hard  so  there  is  no  risk  of  contamination  by 
plumbo-solvent  action. 
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Cross  Inn  Supply. 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  is  augmented  during 
long  periods  of  dry  weather  by  the  Taf  Fechan  supply.  The  districts 
served  are  the  villages  of  Cross  Inn  and  Rhiwsaeson,  comprising 
approximately  60  houses.  The  water  is  not  chlorinated  but  bacterio- 
logical analyses  show  that  the  quality  is  satisfactory. 


Fair  View  (Gilfach  Goch)  Supply. 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  springs  and  feeds  the  northern  part 
of  Gilfach  Goch.  During  long  periods  of  dry  weather  the  supply  is 
augmented  by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board. 
The  water  is  not  chlorinated  nor  filtered. 


Number  of  Houses  Supplied  with  Water. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district,  including  isolated  farms, 
is  approximately  6,102. 

Number  of  dwelling  houses  without  a piped  supply  from  the  main 
is  approximately  14.  Of  this  number  eight  abut  highways  in  which 
mains  arc  laid  and  their  owners  have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  supply 
available.  The  remaining  dwelling  houses  are  considerable  distances 
away  from  any  existing  supply. 

I’he  approximate  number  of  farms  without  a piped  supply  of  water 
is  70,  practically  all  of  which  are  in  isolated  positions  anil  considerable 
distances  from  existing  mains. 

Percentage  of  houses  without  a piped  supply  is  approximately 
0.2.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  in  the  district,  including  isolated  farms 

The  estimated  present  population  of  the  district  is  23,670,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  98.6  per  cent,  of  the  population  is  supplied  by  water 
direct  from  the  mains.

Housing. 

Much  progress  was  made  during  1947  in  providing  new  houses 
in  the  district.  Gradually  the  Council’s  housing  programme  began  to 
show  results  until,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  over  268  temporary  and 
permanent  houses  had  been  completed  and  let,  and  270  were  in  course 
of  erection.  Having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  this  is  a very 
substantial  achievement,  but  it  is  nevertheless  only  the  first  instalment, 
and  much  remains  to  be  done  to  satisfy  the  housing  needs  of  the  district 
and  to  provide  each  family  with  a separate  home. 

The  design,  fittings  and  heating  arrangements  of  the  new  houses 
are,  generally,  much  in  advance  of  pre-war  standards  for  working-class 
houses  and  should  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  and  convenience  of  the 
occupants,  and  do  much  to  eliminate  the  drudgery  of  housework. 
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Although  in  the  letting  of  the  new  houses  priority  was  given  to 
certain  key  workers  and  to  families  without  a separate  home,  the  plight 
of  those  unfortunate  people  living  in  unfit  houses  was  not  entirely 
overlooked,  and  the  Council  decided  to  deal  with  some  of  the  more 
insanitary  houses  in  the  district.  As  a result  of  this  decision  one 
Closing.  Order  and  forty-two  Demolition  Orders  were  made  and 
became  operative  during  the  year.  Unfortunately,  however,  it  has 
not  yet  been  found  possible  to  re-house  all  the  families  concerned. 

Appeals  against  eight  of  the  demolition  orders  were  made  to  the 
County  Court  at  Pontypridd,  but  three  of  the  appeals  were  withdrawn 
following  adjournment  of  the  initial  bearings.  In  the  case  of  the 
remaining  five  houses,  belonging  to  the  one  owner,  the  appeals  were 
dismissed  and  the  orders  confirmed  after  His  Honour  Judge  Clarke- 
Williams  had  heard  the  evidence  and  inspected  the  houses. 

There  has  been  little  improvement  in  the  position  as  far  as  housing 
repairs  are  concerned,  and  it  is  still  difficult  to  get  satisfactory  repairs 
carried  out.  During  the  year  court  proceedings  were  instituted  in 
respect  of  two  houses  in  an  attempt  to  enforce  compliance  with  abate- 
ment notices  and,  after  several  adjournments,  the  notices  were  partially 
complied  with.  There  has  been,  for  some  time,  a noticeable  dis- 
inclination on  the  part  of  the  Court  to  make  Orders  in  cases  of  this  kind, 
probably  because  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  building  materials. 
That  there  may  be  some  justification  for  this  attitude  is  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  a special  appeal  had  to  be  made  to  the  officials  of  the 
Ministry  of  Works  in  order  to  obtain  certain  essential  materials  to 
repair  the  two  houses  concerned. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Although  the  district  generally  is  well  sewered  there  are  a few 
places  where  improvements  are  desirable  and  even  necessary. 

At  Cross  Inn,  for  instance,  sewage  is  discharged  into  open  gutters 
and  eventually  flows  into  the  river  Clun  without  any  form  of  treatment; 
while  at  other  places  such  as  Upper  Church  Village,  Croesfaen, 
Talygarn  and  Castellmwnws,  many  of  the  houses  are  connected  to 
cesspools. 

The  Council’s  water  mains  extend  to  each  of  these  areas,  and  the 
provision  of  suitable  sewage  disposal  facilities  should  now  be  given 
serious  consideration. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  water  from  the  Council’s  mains  was  laid  into  five 
houses  at  Upper  Church  Village,  so  that  every  house  in  the  village 
now  has  a good  and  reliable  piped  supply. 
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Previousyl  the  occupiers  of  the  houses  obtained  water  of 
doubtful  purity  from  two  sources  in  nearby  fields — water  which  was 
obviously  liable  to  objectionable  pollution  by  animals  grazing  in  the 
fields. 

Milk  Supply. 

Sampling  of  milk  for  the  purposes  of  the  National  Milk  Testing 
and  Advisory  Scheme  was  continued  for  the  first  four  months  of  the 
year  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  during 
that  period  229  samples  of  milk  produced  and  retailed  locally  were 
collected  and  delivered  to  the  area  laboratory  for  testing  when  198 
were  placed  in  category  “A”;  26  in  category  “B”  and  5 in  category  “C” 

Category  “A”  represents  milk  of  good  keeping  quality;  category 
"R”  milk  of  moderate  keeping  quality  and  category  “C”  milk  of  poor 
keeping  quality,  so  that  86.46  per  cent,  of  the  samples  were  of  good 
keeping  quality;  11.35  per  cent,  were  of  moderate  keeping  quality 
and  2.18  per  cent,  were  of  poor  keeping  quality. 

Sampling  under  the  Scheme  is  now  done  by  the  Ministry’s  own 
sampling  officers. 

The  results  of  other  routine  samples  examined  at  the  Cardiff 
and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  are  tabulated  elsewhere  in 
this  report. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc. 

There  arc  five  statutory  vans  used  as  dwellings  in  this  district. 
Four  of  them  have  been  in  use  on  the  same  sites  for  many  years,  but 
one  of  tin  four  was  removed  a short  distance  to  another  site  during  the 
year.  The  fifth  was  brought  into  the  district  during  1947  and  is 
being  used  as  a dwelling,  with  the  Council’s  consent,  for  a temporary 
period  pending  the  erection  of  the  same  site  of  a permanent  house, 
plans  of  which  have  been  submitted  and  approved. 

All  practicable  steps  are  taken  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  any 
increase  in  the  number  of  stationary  dwellings  of  the  caravan  type 
which  in  many  areas,  have  created  chaotic  conditions. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  yeat  six  Council  houses  and  nine  houses  belonging  to 
private  owners  were  found  to  harbour  bed  bugs.  Second-hand 
furniture,  in  some  cases,  was  the  probable  source  of  infestation. 

As  usual  the  premises  were  fumigated  with  sulphur-dioxide,  and 
the  occupiers  were  advised  to  persevere  With  the  use  of  insecticides 
containing  D.D.T.

Rodent  Control. 

The  Rodent  Control  scheme  began  in  August,  1946,  continued 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  anil  came  to  an  end  in  March,  1947. 

Four  operators  were  engaged  in  the  Tonyrefail  and  Gilfach  Goch 
Wards  under  my  direction.  They  made  an  intensive  house-to-house 
survey  for  rat  and  mouse  infestations  which  were  dealt  with  as  they 
were  revealed. 

The  principal  method  of  rodent  destruction  was  by  the  use  of 
poisoned  bait,  viz.  : damp  sausage  rusk  and  zinc  phosphide  in  a 
proportion  of  1\  percent.,  but  traps  were  also  used  where  the  circum- 
stances made  their  use  desirable. 

Other  sources  of  rat  infestation  which  were  dealt  with  successfully 
included  refuse  tips,  major  infestations  in  hedge  and  brook  banks,  etc. 

The  Council’s  sewers  throughout  both  wards  were  systematically 
baited  and  although  at  one  time  heavy  rain  which  caused  flooding  of 
the  sewers  and  later  prolonged  frost  and  snow  interfered  with  the 
operation,  results  at  the  time  and  observations  since  have  indicated 
that  rat  infestation  of  these  sewers  is  not  heavy.

A number  of  pigs  slaughtered  privately  by  small  pigkeepers-  were 
inspected.  Two  were  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  but  the 
inspection  was  confined  to  the  retro-phayingeal  glands  and  only  the 
heads  were  condemned  and  destroyed.  Both  pigs  were  from  the  same 
litter. 

Housing. 

The  housing  survey  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Hobhouse  Committee  on  Rural  Housing  and  begun  in 
1946,  were  continued  during  the  year.  As  the  survey  proceeded  a 
fairly  comprehensive  picture  of  typical  housing  conditions  in  the 
Tonyrefail  and  Gilfach  Goch  wards  began  to  appear.  The  following 
table  compiled  during  the  year  provides  an  indication  of  some  of  the 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  area  : —

As  stated  in  my  previous  annual  report  these  figures  convey  an 
excellent  impression  of  the  extent  of  the  unsatisfactory  housing  con- 
ditions in  the  two  wards  and  of  the  great  amount  of  work  which  will  be 
necessary  in  order  to  bring  about  an  adequate  improvement. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  a slight  relaxation  of  the  acute 
shortages  of  all  building  materials  and  labour  which  made  attempts  to 
get  repairs  executed  an  almost  impossible  task  during  1946.  The 
improvement,  however,  is  only  very  slight  as  yet. 

A statistical  summary  indicating  the  nature  and  quantity  of  repair 
work  executed  as  a result  of  the  service  of  notices  upon  owners,  is  given 
at  the  commencement  of  this  report. 


Action  under  Sections  11  and  12,  Housing  Act,  1936. 

Seven  premises  had  been  reported  to  the  Council  during  1946 
under  the  above  mentioned  sections  of  the  Housing  Act.  The  owner 
of  a group  of  four  cottages  did  not  contest  the  making  of  demolition 
orders. 

In  one  instance  the  Council  accepted  an  undertaking  from  the 
owner  not  to  re-let  the  premises  when  it  became  vacant  and  the 
occupants  were  allocated  a Council  house. 

In  another  case  a closing  order  was  made  on  two  underground 
dwellings.  When  one  became  vacant  the  owner  had  windows  walled- 
up  to  prevent  re-occupation.  The  other  remained  occupied. 
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During  the  year  action  was  initiated  to  deal  with  the  following

Water  Supplies. 

The  number  of  samples  of  domestic  supplies  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  during  the  year  was  20,  ten  being  for  bacterio- 
logical and  ten  for  chemical  examination.  The  results  have  been 
given  on  a previous  page. 

The  purity  jaf  the  public  supply  was  well  maintained  although 
complaints  of  discolourisation  were  made  by  consumers  from  time  to 
time.  In  each  case  sampling  and  analysis  proved  the  trouble  to  be  due 
to  oxide  of  iron  from  old  and  corroded  iron  mains. 

One  sample  of  upland  surface  water  supplying  the  Llanilid 
Reservoir  was  reported  by  the  analyst  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Examina- 
tion of  the  gathering  ground  revealed  that  there  is  access  to  it  by  cattle 
and  members  of  the  public,  with  consequent  serious  risk  of  con- 
tamination. Although  water  from  this  gathering  ground  undergoes 
subsequent  purification  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  intake  streams 
should  be  protected  from  possible  pollution  by  cattle  and  members 
of  the  public. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  1945  and  1946  to 
the  need  for  public  conveniences  and  lavatories  in  Tonyrefail.  It  is 
again  necessary  to  refer  to  the  absence  of  such  conveniences  and  to 
express  the  hope  that  it  may  be  possible  to  meet  this  public  need  in 
the  near  future. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  of  24  houses  in  Llantrisant  Road,  Tonyrefail,  is  not 
connected  to  the  Council’s  sewer,  but  discharges  without  purification 
on  land  at  the  rear  to  drain  into  the  Mychydd  brook. 

This  sytem  is  unsatisfactory  causing  a nuisance  and  being  a 
potential  danger  particularly  as  it  adjoins  a built-up  area.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  works  be  undertaken  to  enable  the  house  drainage  to  be 
connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers  or  that  a small  sewage  treatment 
installation  be  constructed  to  purify  the  sewage.
